Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who reCuses to give his own name or the 
name oC any person in h's employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
bible to a/ihe of $joo or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such tine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under tw-nty-one or 
over sixty years of age„are exempt. 
Poll
